KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 27.— 
Lester Jordan, who collects the city 
garbage for Boss Thomas J. Pen- 
dergast all the year round and gets 
out the Fourteenth Ward vote for 
him at election time, was arrested 
today on an indictment returned 
by the Federal grand jury late yes- 
terday afternoon charging perjury 
in his testimony before the jury. 

Jordan, whose official title is 


president of the Sanitary Service 
Co., a Pendergast-controlled con- 
cern holding a $350,000-a-year gar- 
bage-disposal contract with the city, 
is charged with lying in his ex- 
planation of the acquisition by the 
Pendergast family of 1200 shares of 
stock in the company. 

The indictment, returned in the 
court of United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves, sets out 
that Jordan testified falsely that he 
delivered the 1200 shares to Pender- 
gast in April, 1936, when in fact the 
delivery was not made until “many 
months” later, 

Warrant Served on Jordan. 

Jordan went to the office of 
United States Attorney Maurice M. 
Milligan this morning. He was 
questioned by Thomas Costelow, as- 
sistant prosecutor. At the conclu- 
sion of the conference, Edward Mc- 
Donnell, a deputy United States 
Marshal, served Jordan with a war- 
rant for his arrest and took him to 
the Marshal's office, where he was 
fingerprinted. 

His bond was fixed by Judge 
Reeves at $2000, which Jordan fur- 
nished. Clay C. Rogers, a law as- 
sociate of Representative C. Jasper 
Bell, appeared as Jordan’s attor- 
ney. 

Included in the true bill are 
lengthy passages from Jordan's tes- 
timony telling in considerable de- 
tail of purported meetings with 
Pendergast at the Boss’ Kansas City 
office at a time when Pendergast 
is known to have been en route to 
Europe. 

Question of Trips to Bank. 

The witness, whose manner has 
in it more of the clerk than the 
executive, is also accused of having 
perjured himself in saying that he 
made frequent trips to the bank 
safety deposit box where he said 
he had placed most of the $28,000 
in currency said to have been hand- 
ed him by Pendergast as part pay- 
ment on the stock. The indictment 
asserts that he actually went to 
the deposit box only once, and then 
to put in about $4000, not to take 
out money, as he had related. 

The indictment is in two counts, 
charging perjury on successive 
days, last April 6 to 7. Each of- 
fense is punishable, on conviction, 
by a maximum prison sentence of 
five years and a maximum fine of 


$2000.

$500 by “bumping a guy off.” 

Neumeyer, who discovered the 
poison plot while investigating 
counterfeiting, said Petrillo sug- 
gested various ways of killing Ferd- 
inand Alfonsi, 38, a WPA worker. 
He mentioned running over Al- 
fonsi with an automobile, drowning 
him or hitting him on the head with 
a sandbag. Petrillo confessed later, 
the investigator testified, that he 
gave Alfonsi “enough poison to kill 
six men.” 

“He’s in the hospital, and the 
fools think he has pneumonia,” Neu- 
meyer quoted Petrillo as saying. 

Petrillo was convicted of Alfonsi’s 


murder, and the WPA laborer’s 
widow awaits trial on a similar 
charge. 


Detectives reported today Petril- 
lo would seek a new trial in hope 
of winning clemency if he tells 
all he knows. Mrs. Favato, 
who pleaded guilty ot poisoning 
three persons, received a Judge's 
promise that she would not be elec- 
trocuted if she helped expose the 
poison ring.

Before Hitler Speaks. 


Chamberlain spoke in a debate on 
a Government motion in favor of 
conscription which is to be voted 
upon today. He said that if his 
conscription statement had been de- 
layed until next week any decision 
taken would have been related to 
Adolf Hitler’s speech tomorrow be- 
fore the Reichstag. 

“We have no information as to 
what the contents of that speech 
may be,” the Prime Minister said. 
“Our proposals are quite infle- 
pendent of it and that should be 
made perfectly clear to all the 
world.” 

Clement R. Attlee, leader of the 
labor opposition, charged that the 
Government's conscription measurs 
was a gesture “throwing a monkey 
wrench into the machine.” Attlee 
said labor opposed conscription be-« 
cause it believed it would weaken 
and divide the country. 

Earl ‘Stanhope, first Lord of the 
Admiralty, introduced in the House 
of Lords a Government motion sim- 
ilar to the one in Commons. 

“So far from being accused of a 
breach of faith,” Lord Stanhope 
said in opening the Lords’ debate, 
“we should have been accused of a 
breach of duty had we flinched from 
the steps we propose.” 

The Lords agreed without a rec- 
ord vote to the resolution and then 
adjourned, 

War Not Imminent Then. 

Defending himself against labor 
charges that the Government had 
broken a pledge conscription would 
not be introduced in peace-time, 
Chamberlain said:

“T have noticed that it is the

A Wrong Impression. 


Chamberlain appealed to the op- 
position “not to be hasty in taking 
an irrevocable decision which might 
create in quarters where it was bet- 
ter it should not be created a 
wrong impression about our deter- 
mination to play our part to the full 
in carrying through” conscription. 

“I do not want to give the idea 
that I think that war is imminent,” 
he said. “I don’t. But I do think 
that we are in a condition when 
a very little weight one way or 
another might decide whether war 
is going to come or not.” 

The Prime Minister went before 
the House of Commons fully confi- 
dent that he would gain a vote of 
confidence on his supreme prepar- 
edness effort. 

Winston Churchill, who has been 
among Chamberlain’s Conservative 
critics, supported the conscription 
proposal. Churchill warned against 
a general election, which he said 
would “throw doubt on our power 
to cope with our problem.” 

“Personally, I am very glad to 
see that it (conscription) is adopt- 
ed,” he said, “but it is not diffi- 
cult to see why the opposition have 
their grievances.” 

Unofficial Russian Approval. 

Reports indicated the British con- 
scription step was unofficially ap- 
proved in Soviet Russia, which 
Chamberlain has been trying to 
bring into the British and French 
alliance.

When Hitler leaves his chancel- 
lery shortly before noon tomorrow, 
tens of thousands will crowd the 
sidewalks on the Wilhelmstrasse 
and Unter den Linden up to the 
Kroll Opera House. 

Newspapers informed their read- 
ers they again have a chance to 
“personally witness” another great 
event and to demonstrate their loy- 
alty to the Fuehrer. 

The opera house, scene of the 
speech, will be given a decorating 
“worthy of the occasion.” The

Walls of greenery will shroud the 
whole building and form a back- 
ground for huge black swastika 
flags. Golden eagle wings from a 
large German coat of arms will 
guard the entrance.

Training “With Umbrellas.” 

A Nazi spokesman summed up 
German reaction to Prime Minister 
Chamberlain’s speech on conscrip- 
tion with the sarcastic comment 
“You probably can train men to 
use umbrellas in six months, but 
you cannot train them for modern 
warfare within that time.”

Negotiations in Progress for 
New Economic Agreement 
With Reich. 
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ter Chamberlain’s announcement of 
the conscription measure was large- 
ly of “psychological value” on the 
eve of Adolf Hitler’s answer to 
President Roosevelt's appeal for 
peace. Nevertheless, they said, the 
British action would precipitate a 
definite showing of hands in the 
Balkans and Eastern Europe— 
either for Britain and France, or 
for Germany and Italy. 

These circles said they believed 
Rumania, Greece, Turkey and Rus- 
sia eventually would enter into a 
British-French pact pledging _re- 
sistance to any aggression. They 
reasoned that in any war between 
the Rome-Berlin axis and _ the 
French-British front it would be 
impossible for most of these coun- 
tries to stay neutral. 

The positions of Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria were considered uncer- 
tain here, the former bécause it is 
hemmed in by Italy and Germany, 
and the latter because it has ter- 
ritorial grievances with Rumania as 
well as other Balkan Powers. 

Rumanian Relations. 

Foreign Minister Bonnet was ex- 
pected to raise the question of Bul- 
garian-Rumanian relations in his 
talk with the Rumanian Foreign 
Minister, Gafencu, today. Gafencu 
concluded a visit in London yester- 
day after a tour of the capitals of 
Germany and Belgium. He also 
consulted the Polish Foreign Min- 
ister on a train ride across Poland. 

Political circles in Rumania said 
they believed Russia was interested 
in having Rumania yield to Bul- 
garia’s demands for return of a 
large part of the Dobrudja area as 
a step toward the goal of a “Black 
Sea” pact of mutual assistance, non- 
aggression and economic co-opera- 
tion which would include Bulgaria 
along with Russia, Rumania and 
Turkey. 

The report arose over the trip of 
Viadimir P. Potemkin, Soviet As- 
sistant Commissar of Foreign Af- 
fairs, to Turkey, by way of the 
Bulgarian capital. 

France and Britain have extended 
one-way assistance pledges to Ru- 
mania and Greece, as well as mu- 
tual pledges with Poland. They 
would like the Rumanian and Greek 
pledges to be made reciprocal. They 
also are disposed to aid Rumania 
with armaments and credits to re- 
sist German economic penetration. 
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COPENHAGEN, April 27 (AP).— 
Ivan Maisky, Soviet Russia’s Am- 
bassador to London, returning 
from important policy conversa- 


tions in Moscow, said today that 
Russia would “assist Europe in case 
of aggression.” 

Arriving here en route by air 
back to London, Maisky said: 

“I return very content, Russia’s 
position in a possible conflict is 
perfectly clear. We are going to 
assist Europe in case of aggres- 
sion.” 

His remarks were regarded as a 
strong indication of progress in the 
effort by Great Britain and France 
to draw Russia fully in to their 
coalition. 

Maisky left London April 18 for 
conversations in Moscow on a pro- 
posed air alliance of Britain, Rus- 
sia and France. Russia countered 
with a proposal for a general defen- 
sive pact. 


ROOSEVELT AT HYDE PARK 
HOME FOR WEEK'S VISIT 


Plans Made for Receiving Nor- 
wegian, Danish Royalty, and 
for Speech at World’s Fair. 
HYDE PARK, N. Y., April 27 
(AP).—President Roosevelt arrived 
today at his home here on the Hud- 

son for a week’s stay. 

His special train from Washing- 
ton reached Highland on the west 
bank of the river at 8:30 a. m., and 
he motored here via the Mid-Hud- 
son Bridge at Poughkeepsie. 

Temporary White House offices 
were established immediately at the 
latter city, and staff secretaries 
went over schedules for the recep- 
tion here Friday evening of the 
Norwegian Crown Prince and 
Princess and Sunday evening of the 
Danish Crown Prince and Princess: 

Between these visits, the Presi- 
dent will motor to New York City 
to speak at the opening of the 
World’s Fair. Some associates be- 
lieve he will touch on world affairs 
in the address, set for shortly after 
12:30 p. m., St. Louis time, Sun- 
day. Chancellor Hitler will have re- 
plied before that time to the Pres- 
ident’s peace plea. 


BERLIN, April 27 (AP).—Nego- 
tiations for a new economic agree- 
ment between Lithuania and Ger- 
many were under way here today, 
a sequel to the Reich’s absorption 
March 22 of Memel, formerly part 
of Lithuania. 

The Lithuanian delegation head- 
ed by M. J. Norkaitis of the Kuanas 
Foreign Office arrived several days 
ago. Members of the delegation 
said neither side had yet disclosed 
all its desires and that they knew 
nothing of German demands. 

The purpose of the new accord 
was authoritatively described as 
“to increase trade between the two 
countries.” One point to be ar- 
ranged was a free zone for Lithu- 
ania in Memel, which had been its 
principal seaport. At the time it 
lost Memel it was announced it 
would be granted privileges in the 
harbor. 

A German announcement April 
14 said the negotiations would 
“serve the necessary interlacing of 
German and Lithuanian commerce, 
guaranteed through the incorpora- 
tion of Memel in the Reich.”

A strike of 3500 union boatmen

Wages caused the walkout. 

The strike call was issued at 11 
o’clock last night by the General 
Council of Riverworkers following 
the breakdown of negotiations 
which began a month ago. The 
A. F. of L. International Longshore- 
men’s Association and the CIO In- 
land Boatmen’s division of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union were repre- 
sented by the council. 

Felix Siren, chairman of the ne- 
gotiating committee, said all ter- 
minal personnel was idle and that 
boat crews had tied up craft at 
Chicago and Peoria, Ill.; Memphis, 
Tenn.; Vicksburg and Greenville, 
Miss.; New Orleans, La.; Dubuque, 
la., and St. Louis. 

Six Towboats Idle Here. 

Six towboats—the Minnesota, IIli- 

nois, Good, Iowa, Hoover and Kan- 
sas City—were tied up at the North 
Market street terminal. Crew mem- 
bers on strike included oilers, deck- 
hands, firemen, mates, watchmen, 
cooks, mess boys and laundresses. 
Captains, engineers, pilots and 
radio operators, not involved inthe 
demands, remained aboard the 
craft. The larger boats have crews 
of 32 men and the smaller 25 men. 
Terminal personnel, at North 
Market street and in East St. Louis, 
numbers 235 freight handlers, many 
of them Negroes, All are on strike. 
F. P. Mooney, terminal superin- 
tendent, said 50 carloads of freight 
was tied up. 
About 40 pickets took their posts 
near the St. Louis terminal at 7 
a. m. Signs carried by several 
charged that the Federal Barge 
Lines refused to “Recognize the 
Rights of Labor,” or to “Recog- 
nize the United States Labor Laws” 
and “Locks Out Labor.” There was 
no disorder and only two policemen 
were on duty. Pickets were also 
posted in front of Boatmen’s Bank 
Building, where the company has 
offices, and at the East St. Louis 
terminal. 

Demands Made by Union. 
The General Council of River 
Workers, in seeking a new labor 
contract, demanded a closed shop, 
with the company to hire boatmen 
and dock workers from lists fur- 
nished by the respective unions; 
that wages of boatmen be increased 
from $80 to $130 a month; wage in- 
creases of 15 to 20 cents an hour 
for dock workers, and a reduction 
of hours. Following negotiations, 
the union negotiating committee 
modified the $130-a-month demand 
for boatmen and agreed to a 
month’s vacation with pay each 
year in lieu of a reduction in hours. 
In a counterproposal, which was 
rejected, the company offered to 
recognize the two unions as bar- 
gaining agents on an open shop 
basis. The proposal promised non- 
interference with union employes, 
and sought a similar agreement by 
the unions with reference to non- 
union workers. A letter of rejec- 
tion, sent by the negotiating com- 
mittee to the management, declared 
the counterproposal was drawn 
“with the clear intent of laying 
the basis for formation of company 
unions.”

LONDON, April27 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain announced in 
the House of Commons today that 
King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth would travel to the United 
States and Canada aboard the 
Canadian Pacific liner Empress of 
Australia instead of the battle 
cruiser Repulse. 

The Repulse, Britain’s only avail- 
able battle cruiser, will be kept in 
European waters because of the 
tension in international affairs. 

The Empress of Australia, Ger- 
man-built and formerly named the 
Tirpitz in honor of the German 
World War navy leader, is sched- 
uled to sail May 6. 

Britain’s two other battle cruisers, 
the fast and hard-hitting Hood and 
Renown, are laid up for repairs. 

It was said authoritatively that 
King George himself had made the 
original suggestion that the Re- 
pulse, which had been reconstructed 
for the voyage, should be kept at 
home. 

The Empress of Australia, 21,833 
tons, was built at Stettin, Germany, 
before the World War and passed 
into British hands as part of war 
reparations.

recommended such legislation in 
his opening message to the General ° 
Assembly. 

The bill was supported chiefly by 
the St. Louis city administration, 
which has plans prepared for four 
housing centers, at an estimated 
cost of $16,500,000, in certain 
“blighted” areas in downtown St. 
Louis. They are designed to clear 
away slum districts in the city and 
provide modern housing facilities 
for families with low incomes. rf 


Provisions of Bill, 


The bill provides that the Board 
of Aldermen, on petition of 50 resi- 
dent taxpayers, may create a hous- 
ing authority to acquire property, 
construct the mass housing centers 
and maintain and Operate the prop- 
erty. Members of the governing 
body, to be appointed by the Mayor, 
must be residents and taxpayers of 
the city for five years. 

Families having an aggregate in- 
come of more than five times the 
rent will not be permitted to live 
in the housing centers. When there 
are three or more minor depend- 
ents in a family, the ratio is in- 
creased to six tc one. } 


Federal and City Loans. 


Funds for the housing centers 
will be loaned by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the city. The Federal 
housing authorities will provide up 
to 90 per cent of the costs at a 
low rate of interest. Amortization 
of the loans will be carried over a 
period of 60 years, with the city’s 
share to be repaid during the first 
'15 years and the Federal loan dur- 
ing the next 45 years. 

The Senate amended the bill to 
make it apply only to St. Louis and 
struck out a provision which would 
/have made the housing properties 
tax exempt.

Economies Under Reorganization. 

It is my opinion that the opera-

ineed for work relief. Organization- 
al changes which I expect to be 
i'made under the authority granted 
‘in the recent Reorganization Act 
will, I anticipate, make possible im- 
portant economies resulting from 
the co-ordination of the operations 
of various Federal agencies which 
are engaged in the carrying out of 
projects. 

I wish to state with emphasis, 
since the opposite view is fre- 
quently expressed, that the program 
of the Works Progress Administra- 
tion should, as at present, include 
some projects of the non-construc- 
tion type to meet the needs of those 
unemployed workers whose train- 
ing is such that they are not adapt- 
ed to employment on construction 
projects.

A committee of the House of 
Representatives, under the author- 
ity of an enabling resolution, is now 
conducting an investigation of the 
Works Progress Administration.

| The Congress recently has made 
provisions against improper po- 
litical activity on the part of per- 
sons connected with the work re- 
lief program—provisions affecting 
‘not only Federal employes, but all

‘Such legislation was recommended 
in my message of Jan. 5, 1939, and 
has by hearty indorsement. How- 
‘ever, in so far as the administra-

'ress Administration and of the oth- 
er agencies connected with the 
work relief program are concerned, 
I believe that the political provi- 
sions just mentioned would be more 
constructive, and their enforce- 
ment would be simpler, if the Con- 
gress would place such employes 
within the classified Civil Service. 
| The greatest single resource of 
ithis country is its youth, and no 
\progressive Government can afford 
to ignore the needs of its future 
citizens for adequate schooling and 
for that useful work which estab- 
lishes them as a part of its econ- 
‘omy. To ignore this need is to un- 
\dermine the very basis of democ- 
‘racy which requires the constant 
‘renewal of its vitality through the 
absorption of its young people. 


The National Youth Administra- 
tion, as an entity now within the 
Works Progress Administration, 
has during the past four years de- 
veloped a program which has 
proved its effectiveness in meeting 
this need. Its program is primari- 
ly one of work: work to enable 
needy students to secure an educa- 
tion, and work to enable unem- 
ployed needy young people who are 
out of school to make use of their 
capacities for public benefit and so 
‘in turn to earn a wage and acquire 
that work experience so essential 
to future effective employment. The 
National Youth Administration has 
supplemented its work program 
with other services directed toward 
increasing the effectiveness of 
young people as workers and se- 
curing their placement in regular 
employment. 

$123,000,000 Sought for NYA. 

It igs my belief that we should 
now give official recognition to 
the fact that the needs of youth 
are different from those of unem- 
ployed older workers. I further be- 
lieve that, based on the demon- 
strated ability of its program to 
meet these needs at low cost, and 
our knowledge of the wide and 
still-unmet need among young peo- 
ple for its services, Congress should 
provide for an expansion of its ac- 
tivities. 

For the National Youth Admin- 
istration I am requesting an appro- 
priation of $123,000,000 for the fis- 
cal year 1940, together with the 
unobligated balances on June 30, 
1939, of the appropriation to that 
administration for the current fis- 
cal year. 
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I am requesting further that the 
National Youth Administration be 
established as a separate agency 
to continue and expand its program 
for assisting needy young people. 
This will not increase existing 
overhead. 

While the amount which I am 
recommending will not meet all the 
needs of all our young people, it 
will mean that education, training, 
work experience and help toward 
private employment can be ex- 
tended to many needy young people 
who are now eagerly waiting to 
take their place in our society as 
responsible workers and citizens. 

$123,000,000 for FSA. 

It has been the function of the 
Farm Security Administration to 
provide assistance for hundreds of 
thousands of destitute and low-in- 
come farm families through super- 
vised loans and guidance in sound- 
farming practices, through adjust- 
ment of farmers’ debts and, where 
necessary, by direct subsistence 
grants. This program has. kept 
thousands of farmers off relief and 
has enabled them, largely through 
their own efforts, to become self- 
supporting American citizens and to 
assume their rightful place in rural 
life. Aside from the further devel- 
opment of camps for migratory 
farm laborers, construction under 
the resettlement program will have 
been completed by the close of the 
current fiscal year, although in a 
few instances it may be necessary 
to provide funds for land develop. 
ment work. 

For the foregoing activities of the 
Farm Security Administration, I 
recommend an appropriation of 
$123,000,000 for the fiscal year 1940, 
together with such balances of the 
current appropriation as may re- 
main unobligated on June 30, 1939. 

Owing to the language of the 
Emergency Relief Appropriation 
Acts, for the last two years it has 
been necessary to use funds allo- 
cated to or appropriated to the De- 
partment of Agriculture to provide 
for relief for Indians which come 
under jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. I feel that it 
would be preferable to have these 
funds appropriated directly to the 
department primarily responsible 
for the welfare of the Indians. 

In view of the foregoing I recom- 
mend an appropriation of $1,350,000 
for the Indian service for the fiscal] 
year 1940 to be available for the 
continuation of Indian rehabilita- 


tion and relief ‘projects including fe 
necessary administrative expenses. |; | 


Administrative Funds Suggested. 
For the following agencies for 
administrative expenses incident to 


pitals for hospitalization of per 
sons paid from relief appropria- 
tions in the same manner as they 
are now reimbursed for the hos- 
pitalization of other Federal em- 
ployes paid from regular appropria- 
tions. I feel that the necessary 
authority to make such payments 
should be included in this year’s 
legislation. 

I request also that in connection 
with the foregoing appropriations, 
as in the past, provision be made 
to continue the work of the Na- 
tional ergency Council, the Na- 
tional urces Committee, and 
the rural rehabilitation program of 
the Puerto Rico Reconstruction 
Administration. For this purpose I 
recommend the following appro- 
priations for the fiscal year 1940: 

(1) National Emergency Council, 
$1,500,000. 

(2) National Resources Commit- 
tee, $990,000. 

(3) Puerto Rico Reconstruction 
Administration, $10,000,000. 

In order that the agencies con- 
cerned may have an opportunity to 
formulate definite plans for the 
next fiscal year it is desirable that 
the necessary legislation be en- 
acted at as early a date as possible 
and that the funds be made avail- 
able on the passage of this legisla- 
tion. 

Comparison With Dictator States. 


It may be of interest to the Con- 
gress to know that through the 
Department of State we have re- 
ceived many assertions that there 
are few unemployed persons in the 
nations which have accepted totali- 
tarian forms of government. 

In those nations private employ- 
ment takes care of a smaller pro- 
portion of their employable citi- 
zens thatn private employment does 
in the United States. 

This means that government em- 
ployment is responsible for the 
care of a larger portion of the 
employable population than in this 
country—creating in fact a govern- 
ment employment system, based in 
great part on the manufacture of 
munitions, which costs far more 
than our system. 

The principal difference is that 
in the nations to which I refer, 
this employment is called employ- 
ment, whereas in the United States 
it is called relief. 

Actually, our system of work re-

Under the “excess-taking” prin- 
ciple, the President said, the Gov- 
ernment, which puts up the cost of 
the highway, buys a wide strip on 
each side of the highway, uses it 
for the rental of concessions and 
sells it off over a period of years to 
home builders and others who wish 
to live near a main artery of travel. 

“Thus,” Roosevelt asserted, “the 
Government gets the unearned in- 
crement and reimburses itself in 
large part for the building of the 
road.” 

$2,899,000,000 Estimated Cost. 

In a 211-page report prepared by 
congressional request, the bureau 
estimated that six superhighways, 
three running east and west and 
three north and south, would ap- 
proximate a total length of 14,336 
miles and cost at least $2,899,800,000, 
or an average of $202,270 a mile. 

The bureau said tolls for a 16- 
year period—the longest time for 
which it would make traffic esti- 
mates—would provide less than 40 
per cent of a conservative estimate 
of debt service, maintenance and 
operating costs. 

A toll charge of a cent a mile for 
passenger vehicles and 3.5 cents for 
trucks, the report said, would 
bring in an average of $72,140,000 
annually during this period, com- 
pared with an average annual out- 
lay of $184,054,000. 

Substitute Plan Proposed. 

The bureau’s substitute plan in- 
cluded: 

1. Construction of direct inter- 
regional highways, with necessary 
connections through and around 
cities. 

2. Modernization of the present 
Federal aid highway system. 

3. Elimination of hazards at rail- 
road grade crossings. 

4. Improvement of secondary and 
feeder roads. 

5. Creation of a Federal agency 
with power to acquire rights of way 
for highway and street improve- 
ments. 

“Beyond the vicinity of cities the 
existing main rural highways of the 
United States lack a sufficient ca- 
pacity to discharge the flow of 
present traffic moving over them 
with reasonable convenience only 
at relatively few points,” the report 
said. 

The bureau recommended that 
the inter-regional routes should in- 
corporate existing highways. The 
tentative selection of interregional 
routes made by the bureau includ- 
ed: 

New York City to San Francisco 
by way of Pittsburgh, Indianapolis, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Denver and 
Salt Lake City.

BOMBER OVERRATED 
AS A WAR WEAPON, 
PLANE MAKER SAYS 


Aircraft Never Took Anything, 
Grover Loening Declares— 
Raids Ignored in Spain. 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., April 
27. (AP).—Grover Loening, air- 
plane manufacturer and designer, 
said yesterday the bombing plane 
is “a highly overrated implement 
of warfare” that will play only a 
minor part in any future conflict. 

“A bombing plane never took 
anything,” he told a civic club. 
“It’s bombs have little effect other 
than to terrorize civilians, and any 


nation that allows itself to be ter- 
rorized by -n air raid is a nation 
of sissies.” 

Loening said the Spanish civil 
war had proved the ineffectiveness 
of bombing fleets which were “more 
or less ignored after the first raid 
scares.” 

The real war worth of the air- 
plane will be in delivering foot sol- 
diers, he said, pointing to Germany’s 
use of transport planes to get 
troops into Austria and §Italy’s 
similar tactics in seizing Albania. 

“I am not discounting the ma- 
terial damage that the bombing 
plane can do,” he concluded. “But 
airplane bombs are expensive and, 
considering effectivness, the cost 
and results do not balance. More 
and more utilities are going under- 
ground.” 


150 Japanese Missing in Mines. 

YUBARI, Japan, April 27 (AP).— 
Gas explosions at Yubari and Ishi- 
kari coal mines killed 16 persons 
and injured 26, police of Hokkaido 
Island announced yesterday. There 
were 150 persons missing. They 
were thought to have been trapped 
by the explosions. The death toll 


in another explosion in a large coal 
mine at Fushun, Manchoukuo, re-, 
ported yesterday, was placed at 30. 


FACTORIES GET 
TO WORK ON ARMY 
AIRPLANE ORDER 


Set Out to Fill $50,000,000 
Contract, Largest Ever 
Let in Peace Time by 
War Department. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP).— 
Fifteen weeks after President 
Roosevelt asked Congress to treble 
the army air forces, five factories 
started work today on the first of 
more than 3000 new war planes. 

A single order for 571 aircraft, 
much the largest the War Depart- 
ment ever placed in peacetime, 
started the vast expansion of aerial 


strength which Congress authorized 
as the key feature of the $552,000,- 
000 national defense program. 

Louis Johnson, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, signed contracts total- 
ing more than $50,000,000 yesterday 
shortly after Mr. Roosevelt made 
funds available by approving a 
$549,000,000 War Department supply 
bill. 

To save months of delay, Con- 
gress provided that the first planes 
might be ordered without awaiting 
the start of the next fiscal year. 
The bulk of the contracts, however, 
will be placed after July 1. Funds 
have yet to be voted. 

Pursuit Planes Ordered. 

Topping the contracts was a $12,- 
872,398 order for single-engine pur- 
suit planes from the Curtiss Aero- 
plane Division of Curtiss Wright 
Corporation, New York. 

The planes, the War Department 
said, “will develop speeds consid- 
erably in excess of 300 miles per 
hour.” Aviation quarters had heard 
they actually would approach or ex- 
ceed 400 miles per hour. 

The announcement did not spe- 
cify the number of planes con- 
tracted for. 

Other contracts included: 

Heavy four-engine bombers, a 
new type 24, from Consolidated 
Aircraft Corporation, San Diego,

WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). — 
Senator Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 


introduced a resolution today to em- 
power the President, with 10 days’ 
notice to Congress, to impose trade 
restrictions against Japan. 

Pittman, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, pro- 
posed the resolution as a reply to 
Japan’s alleged violation of the 
Nine-Power Treaty pledging signa- 
tories to respect the territorial in- 
tegrity of China. 

It would exclude agricultural 
products from any embargoes that 
might be levied by the President, 
and was designed, its author said, 
to give the President a powerful 
argument in attempting to dissuage 
Japan from alleged discrimination 
against American citizens in China. 

Arrived at Japan. 

The Nine-Power Treaty was in- 
tended to insure equal treatment in 
China of all nationals signing the 
treaty. Pittman’s resolution would 
empower the President to take ac- 
tion against any signatory found to 
be violating the treaty, but its au- 
thor let it be known it was designed 
to affect Japan primarily. 

If the resolution were adopted, 
Congress would have no further 
check on the President’s action ex- 
cept possible repeal of the Pittman 
resolution during the 10-day period 
of notice before the President acted. 

“This resolution,” Pittman said 
in explanation,” would place in the 
hands of the President power which 
does not now exist. This power 
probably would aid him in facili- 
tating an understanding with Japan, 
with regard to the abandonment of 
Japan’s part of the unusual and 
careless war practices which con- 
stantly threaten the lives of our 
citizens in China.”

Consideration of factors other 
than the organization of text- 
books in determining scope and 
sequence of the curriculum, nota- 
bly children’s needs and concerns 
and the situations in which they 
must now and later function as 
members of society. 

Improvement of opportunities 
in the seventh and eighth grades 
for cultivation of individual in- 
terests and aptitudes of pupils. 

Limitation of departmentaliza- 
tion of the intermediate grades 
by study subjects and elimina- 
tion of quarterly promotion of 
pupils, who instead would be as- 
signed to a single teacher for an 
entire year.

like. A source of education for 
leisure is the development of ap- 
preciations in the fields of litera- 
ture, music and art, yet courses 
of study indicate only incidental 
attention to the appreciative phases 
of these fields, 

“Little attention is given to prob- 
lems of home and family life. Sys- 
tematic consideration of techniques 
involved in home-making is not 
generally desirable in the element- 
ary schools. Yet... many of the 
experiences of children involve prob- 
lems of home-making that are of 
pressing concern even in early 
years. 


“Difficulty arises because’ the 
curriculum as determined by 
courses of study follows a highly 
logical organization of subject mat- 
ter, while the needs and concerns 
of children do not naturally fit into 
such an organization. Often these 
needs require knowledge from a 
variety of subject fields. The most 
ordinary problems of home-making, 
for example, may require abilities 
of calculation and reading, under- 
standing of principles of science 
and economics and techniques of 
cooking, sewing and decoration. 
Many St. Louis teachers have 
broadened the curriculum developed 
in their classrooms greatly beyond 
the logical organization set forth in 
the courses of study.

TREASURY CHIEF 
CHANGES MIND: 
NO SECRET POLICE 


Morgenthau Asks Roose- 
 velt Not to Merge Agen- 
cies Lest System Become 
Like Those Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP).—~ 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau, fearing a precedent for estab- 
lishing in the United States a “se- 
cret police” system like those in 
Europe, abandoned today his plan 
for merging Treasury enforcement 
agencies. 

An aid said Morgenthau had rec- 
ommended dropping the proposal in 
a letter to President Roosevelt. It 
was reported that the President 
leaned to Morgenthau’s new view- 
point, but observers emphasized 
they did not know definitely what 
action he might take. 

The consolidation plan, favored 
by the President so recently that 
he told reporters Tuesday at would 
transmit it to Congress, would 
place more than 3000 Federal agents 
in one unit. 

Morgenthau himself once asked 
Congress to merge the Treasury's 
enforcement agencies, but the rise 
of secret police forces in some for- 
eign nations, it was reported, led 
him to change his mind. Whether 
the President will acquiesce was not 
disclosed. 

The Treasury forces—Secret 
Service, Customs’ Patrol, narcotics 
agents, income tax agents and al- 
cohol tax agents—already are co- 
ordinated and are directed by a 
single head, Elmer L. Irey. A mer- 
ger, planned under the President's 
new reorganization powers, would 
give a more permanent standing to 
this co-ordination but would not 
save any money. 

Morgenthau, it was learned, 
feared that after a merger of the 
Treasury agencies there might be 
agitation at some future time for 
consolidation with the agents of 
the Justice Department, the postal 
inspectors and other Federal en- 
forcement officials. 

He was considering the matter 
when the President told his press 
conference that the plan was due 
in a week or two.

which the record testifies eloquently today and will 


testify in the stormy days and nights of 1940's elec- 
| tion. Last night the committee, in regular session, 
| indorsed the action of Tuesday night by voting, 29 to 
'9 for a favorable report. 

Is it captious to venture that Mr. Mattingly might 
have pitched his statement in a higher key? Instead 
of glorying in next year’s victory and picturing the 
gratifying occasion when he will see a Republican 
Speaker of the House and a Republican Lieutenant- 
Governoy presiding over the Senate, might he not 
have made a deeper, finer impressiomw on the public 
mind by omitting the details of a prophetic triumph- 
ant party hour and rallying his fellow-Republicans 
to the cause of good government, not for the loaves 
and the fishes, but for a richer reward—the coin of 
the realm of conscience? 

Party leaders, it may be argued, are necessarily 
and always party men who think and act in terms 
‘of practical partisan advantage. But there is a 
‘place for idealism in our battling American poli- 
| tics, an indispensable place. The fight now raging 
‘at Jefferson City, which the entire State is watch- 
‘ing, which has given the decent citizenship of Mis- 
'souri the thrill of a generation, had its birth in the 
| idealism of a party leader. In challenging the sin- 
| ister might of the Kansas City machine, Gov. Stark 
‘turned deaf ears to the plaintive wails of lesser 
|leaders that he would ruin the Democratic party, 
| and took his stand for honest elections, honorable 
| government, for that priceless heritage of democracy 
conceived and born and nurtured by the sanctity 
of the ballot. 

Mr. Mattingly is perfunctorily correct, but fun- 
damentally wrong, when he explains his belated of- 
ficial participation in the issue of the police bill 
as due to an aversion to getting mixed up in a 
factional Democratic row.

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GETTING RID OF ERRING JUDGES. 

A bill is before the House at Washington to pro- 
vide a simpler method for the removal of accused 
United States District Judges. The present im- 
peachment process is a laborious, difficult, long- 
drawn procedure. It can be invoked successfully only 
when the offender’s deportment has reached the 
proportions of a scandal, 

It is now proposed to empower the House to re- 
port its grievance to the Chief Justice of the United 
States, who would order the jurist to appear for 
trial before a court composed of Circuit Court of 
Appeals Judges. Proponents of the change argue that 
such action would permit the removal of Judges who 
have fallen short of the traditions without having 
erred notoriously. 

Public sentiment, it may be surmised, might ap- 
prove the proposal, but for a reason not included 
in the news. The fact that such a measure is un- 
der consideration serves to focus attention on the 
practice by which the appointing power is exercised. 
There is, and long has been, a good deal of polit- 
ical pressure in the selection of Federal Judges. 
Stated bluntly, the matter of a judgeship is cus- 
tomarily an item of patronage for the Senator in 
the affected district. The luck of having signified 
his preference for a successful candidate—of having 
picked the winner—has, in many an instance, raised 
a lawyer of no exceptional professional repute to 
the bench. 

Elevation of our judiciary can more certainly be 
counted on when demonstrated merit alone deter- 
mines the nomination. Anything that makes for that 
order of things may well be indorsed. 
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WILL THERE BE A GREAT AWAKENING? 

Twice the Public Health Committee of the Missouri 
House has rejected a marriage-health bill, for reasons 
best known to the antediluvian mentalities of its 
members. A third time the bill has been introduced 
and again it goes to this committee, instead of to one 
which might give it proper consideration, as its 
author, Representative Suggett Edwards, requested. 
Will this bill, designed to prevent diseased babies 
from being brought into the world, again be knifed 
or will the Public Health Committee at last realize 
that it represents an overwhelming popular demand 
that must be satisfied, sooner or later? 
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MR. HULL’S ADDRESS. 

Secretary Hull, in his address before the Amer- 
ican Red Cross dinner Tuesday night, spoke in 
broad terms, but his words were as pointed and 
specific as if he had named names and recited 
actions. The address, indeed, may logically be viewed 
as an official last-minute appeal to Adolf Hitler to 
weigh his words in replying early tomorrow to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s peace message, for there can be no 
doubt that the Secretary’s address had presidential 
approval. 

There is not room on this earth for a nation or 
group of nations that would enslave all others, the 
Secretary said. Resources and materials are avail- 
able for the prosperous development of all mankind, 
and they are accessible to any nation by peaceable 
means, unless its leaders decide on autarchy or 
aggression. War is not’ inevitable, yet conditions 
may arise in which “peace-loving nations prefer 
armed defense to subjection and slavery.” 

There was sound wisdom and authoritative warn- 
ing in Mr. Hull’s words. They reiterated what the 
President has been saying for months, and they 
answered in dignified fashion the Nazi-Fascist at- 
tacks upon the peace appeal. The lessons of his- 
tory verify the profound truth of every point. Blus- 
ter and threaten though the Fuehrer may in the 
address for which the world now waits in tense ex- 
pectancy, he cannot successfully defy these eternal 
verities.

THREE BELATED CHEERS. 

It took them 150 years to get around to it, but 
Georgia, Massachusetts and Connecticut have finally 
caught up with the procession and ratified the Bill 
of Rights. Not for them the unseemly haste with 
which the other states rushed in with juvenile en- 
thusiasm and approved those first 10 amendments, 
‘way back there in 1789, 1790 and 1791. Those three 
original colonies wanted time to ruminate about the 
matter, in the canny fashion of New England and 
the deliberate manner of the Old South. 

Finally, when their delay had been forgotten by 
all save the historians, came the sesqui-centennial 
of the Constitution’s adoption, and somebody’s idea 
that finally making the thing unanimous would be 
a pleasant anniversary gesture. So at last the hold- 
out trio ventures the opinion that the Bill of Rights 
is here to stay, and three belated cheers echo across 
the chasm of 150 constitutional years.

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ST. LOUIS COUNTY’S PLANNING BILL. 

It lies within the power of the Missouri House 
to assure St. Louis County’s development along in- 
telligent lines, now that the Senate has passed the 
planning bill introduced by Senator Raleigh McCor- 
mick of Webster Groves. 


The county is a fast-growing district, combining 


metropolitan, suburban and rural features. No legal | 


provisions now exist for the adoption of zoning reg- 
ulations in its unincorporated areas. Those in the 
municigalities are not on a unified basis. Signs 
of haphazard growth are already evident in many 
sections. The result is not only a sacrifice of resi- 
dential attractiveness, but a depressing effect on 
property values. The McCormick bill would set up 
a county planning commission and a zoning com- 
mission, to work out a master plan for the region’s 
development and to regulate construction in accord- 
ance with definite standards. The two bodies would 
have supervision over both unincorporated areas and 
the municipalities. 

Here is a bill of concern only to St. Louis County.

INCE Saturday, April 15, the President 
S of the United States has stepped out as 

the world’s leading peace-monger. His 
appeal to Hitler and Mussolini was bold and 
generous and honest; it was brilliantly timed 
to take advantage of an interval of relative 
inaction in Europe, and it voiced the pas- 
sionate desire for peace of every sane man 
and woman in the world—in Germany and 
Italy quite as much as in other countries. 

But what practical good can it do? The 
dictators’ press has rejected the plea with all 
the vituperative contempt at their command. 
This was inevitable. No one, least of all 
Mr. Roosevelt, could have expected a prompt 
and amiable acceptance. Before I had fin- 
ished reading his message, my mind had 
already begun to compose the dictators’ an- 
swer; I had even framed the words: “He 
sent it to the wrong address.” (It is not 
difficult to employ the Fascist lingo; the 
dictators work their phrases hard and one 
grows used to them.) 


The President’s note will not of itself stop 
Hitler and Mussolini. Then what good will 
it do? 

The appeal must be judged in its context 
—in the context of his previous statements 
and of the world situation. For this was not 
a new warning, nor did it deal with a new 
crisis, Throughout recent weeks, the Pres- 
ident has followed a straight and consistent 
course: He has acknowledged the over- 
whelming danger of general war and has ex- 
pressed the profound interest of the United 
States both in the preservation of peace and 
in the preservation of the non-Fascist na- 
tions. 

He has, to make the issue concrete, 
warned the axis Powers that in case of war 
the United States would in all probability 
sell arms and other supplies to Britain and 
France and their allies. He has warned 
them not to plan their moves in the light of 
the Neutrality Act as it now stands. 

In his address to the Pan American Union, 
he went farther. There he stated the de- 
termination of the United States, in concert 
with the other nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, to prevent any intrusion by Nazi- 
Fascist institutions or armed forces. 

. > . 


Perhaps he leaned a little too heavily on 
the spirit of Lima, which was somewhat less 
than a whole-hearted defiance of the dicta- 
tors; but even granting that, the Presi- 
dent’s words probably expressed the senti- 
ment of the hemisphere. Although the coun- 
tries to the south of us may differ as to 
the proper methods of Pan-American co-op- 
eration, they are united on the major issue: 
they want no Fascist penetration of either 
continent. 

The appeal of April 15 was a logical cli- 
max to this series of warnings, and to my 
mind it has already accomplished important 
results. It has imposed upon the dictators 
the unhappy task of finding a way to reject 
peace, to refuse even a 10-year moratorium 
On aggression. It has expressed, in a voice 
loud enough to be heard even inside the walls 
of Germany and Italy, the longing of the peo- 
ples for peace and the direct responsibility 
of the Fascist states for any war that may 
come. 

It will force Hitler and Mussolini to say 
in effect, no matter what formula of evasion 
they may employ: “We cannot rule out ag-

to other nations and that probably will not 
be handed over peaceably.” 

This may sound like rather a sorry tri- 
umph, To dispel illusions is at best a 
negative cause for satisfaction. But it is 
not an insignificant one. A chief source 
of. the Fascists’ strength has been the in- 
ability of many people—including many 
statesmen—to credit their relentless pur-| 
pose to get what they want at any cost | 
to the world. By rejecting the President's | 
note, the dictators would. wipe out many, 
a sneaking hope that peace may sstill be | 
secured by purchase or 


appeal. So a 
back-handed effect of the message should | 
be to stiffen the spines of wavering ele-| 
ments in the non-Fascist countries. Per- | 
haps this will be its most important effect. 

The rejection of the plea by the Fascist 
press was a foregone conclusion. The re- 
sponse of some of the non-Fascist govern- 
ments was surprisingly warm and quick. 
Not only the major European Powers that 
stand to gain in case of war by American 
support, but the Americas as well, hurried to 
indorse the position taken by the President. 
And this is doubly significant, for it both 
reinforces the effect of the appeal itself and 
helps to justify Mr. Roosevelt's claim of 
Pan-American solidarity. 


In only one country outside Germany and 
Italy were’ suspicion and dissent freely 
voiced. That country was the United States. | 
Some of the attacks on the President’s note | 
were honest, expressing the fears of genu- 
ine pacifists and isolationists. More of them 
sounded strictly political. Opposition Sen- 
ators and Representatives competed with the | 
press of the Fascist states in denouncing the 
President as a meddler and a war-monger. 

I suppose this was to be expected. These 
days, politicians: operate almost exclusively 
in the shadow of 1940 and are likely to view 
even a desperate international crisis as an 
aid or an impediment to a third term for 
F. D. R. But it is distressing, none the 
less. These family feuds are never under- 
stood in foreign countries, and they are apt 
to mislead opinion abroad. 

For the fact is that, on this question, the 
American people are overwhelmingly behind 
the President. They may distrust Chamber- 
lain, they may dislike England+and they 
certainly do not want to go to war. But 
they believe, with the President, that the 
best way not to go to war is to stop it 


before it starts, and that the only way to. 


stop it is to stop Hitler and Mussolini. That 
is what the American people believe. The 
polls show it, and the daily experience of all 
of us confirms it. 

Luckily, Mr. Roosevelt’s voice is louder 
than Senator Reynolds’, and it is echoed 
by an impressive proportion of the news- 
papers, even those opposed to the adminis- 
tration’s domestic policies.

Mr. Eccles told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee the other day that the purchase of 
foreign silver, of which this Government 
has bought more than a billion and a half 
ounces since 1934, ought to stop. He said it 
served no monetary purpose, and that it 
threatened to destroy the American silver 
mining industry. 

Presumably, the Federal Reserve Board 
chairman meant that the buying of foreign 
silver was bolstering the silver industry im 
other countries to such an extent as to ree 
der conditions less favorable for the opera 
tion of our own silver mines. 

With all that Mr. Eccles said about ending 
buying of foreign silver it is easy to agree. 
Whatever may be. the ultimate dangers of 
our gold accumulations, they do serve 
keep the dollar in equilibrium on the foreign 
exchange markets and, moreover, other 
countries would still be willing to receive 
gold in settlement of international balances 
if only we had any balances to settle. 

But the silver we have bought abroad com 
tributes not a whit to the maintenance of 
monetary stability. And, what is worse, there 
are no conceivable circumstances in which 
it would ever be possible for us to unload 
our huge stocks of this metal, for the silver- 
purchase program itself has driven those 
countries which formerly used silver for 
money to abandon that metal for gold. There 
is simply no outlet in the world for the 
stuff we have been buying.

May day, since time immemorial, 
has been a day of youthful celebra- 
tion—of dancing, playing games, 
decorating with spring blossoms. 
May day, since 1928, by presiden- 
tial proclamation, has also been 
Child Health day—time for taking 
inventory of the well-being of the 
nation’s children. 

This year, those in charge of May 
day programs are giving special at- 
tention to the nutritional angle of 
child health. For it’s an established 
fact that to be healthy in every 
way children must be well nour- 
ished. Although well nourished chil- 
dren may get sick, they ordinarily 
have more resistance to many 
kinds of disease than under nour- 
ished children. And usually, once 
they are sick, they have a good 
chance of getting well quickly. 

Important to the good nutrition 
of the child are his habits of eating, 
sleeping and exercising—and his 
food, 

To be adequate, the food children 
eat must provide materials for 
building strong bodies—muscle, 
blood, sound bones and teeth. It 
must supply enough energy mate- 
rialg to take care of the vigorous 
activity that is normally expected 
of healthy children. And it must 
keep their bodies in good running 
condition. 

To simplify the planning of chil- 
dren’s diets, nutritionists have out- 
lined the following list of foods as 
a guide. A mother who sees to it 
that the food her child gets checks 
with this each day may be pretty 
sure he is well fed. This guide ap- 
plies to growing children over one 
year old. 

Milk — Every child needs from 
one and one-half pints to one quart 
of whole milk a day. This may be 
fresh milk, or canned evaporated 
milk diluted with an equal measure 
of water; or powdered whole milk 
mixed with water according to the 
directions on the package. Fresh 
milk must be clean and free from 
disease germs. Proper pasteuriza- 
tion or boiling will make it safe. 

For children over 2, cheese may 
take the place of some milk. Cot- 
tage cheese and mild American 


vided they do not take away the 
appetite for more important foods 
such as milk, vegetables, fruits, 
whole grain cereals. As a rule 
children should have sweets only at 
the end of the meal. 

Cod-Liver Oil. Every day. SBe- 
cause cod-liver oil contains vitamins 
necessary for the building of strong 
bones, sound teeth, it is important 
to give it regularly to young chil- 
dren. They need to conttinue tak- 
ing it during the years they are 
growing rapidly, especially in cold 
or cloudy seasons. Other prepara- 
tions on the market are rich in 
these same vitamins, but a mother 
unfamiliar with vitamin units had 
better rely on cod-liver oil for her 
children unless a doctor advises 
some other vitamin A or D-rich 
preparation and tells her how much 
to use. 

Children should not have their 
food highly seasoned, or be allowed 
beverages that contain the stimu- 
lant caffeine. And vegetables pre- 
pared by steaming, baking or boil- 
ing are more suitable than those 
that are fried. 

As long as children are growing, 
they need more food in proportion 
to their size than grown-ups need. 
If parents eat many highly sea- 
soned saucesyrich gravies and pas- 
tries, these should be omitted from 
the diets of children. But aside 
from such minor and easily adjust- 
ed differences, one meal should 
suit both children and parents.

A third serving should be of pota- 
toes or sweet potatoes. Thése vege- 
tables can be used to advantage 
more than once a day because they 
give good returns in food value for 
their cost. 

The fourth serving may be either 
another helping of one of the fruits 
or vegetables already listed. Or it 
may be any other fruit or vegetable. 
Prunes, other dried fruits, and 
bananas furnish food value eco- 
nomically. Apples and root vege- 
tables are cheap most of the year. 
Dried beans, dried peas and pea- 
nuts supply iron and some of the 
vitamins as well as energy-produc- 
ing and building materials at low 
cost. 

Eggs. Once a day if possible. At 
least four or five a week. 

When eggs are plentiful and 
cheap, one egg or more a day may 
well be served. This includes eggs 
used for cooking. Eggs are a good 
building food and may sometimes 
be the main dish for dinner. They 
are especially rich in iron and sup- 
ply some vitamin A. 

Meat or Fish. Once a day if pos- 
sible. At least four times a week. 
Meats in general provide iron, some 
of the vitamins, and other building 
materials. This is true whether 
the cut is tough or tender, served 
rare or well done. Liver and kid- 
neys are richer in iron and cer- 
tain vitamins than lean muscle 
meat. Fish and shellfish have 
about the same food value as meat. 
Cereals and Bread. There needs 
to be at lease one serving of cereal 
a day, more if food money is very 
limited, or appetites are large. For 
those who need plenty of energy 
food, such as children in their 
teens, bread should be served at 
every meal. 

Children who get barely as many 
fruits and vegetables as they need 
should eat at least half of their 
servings of bread and cereal as 
whole-grain products. In counting

Johnson said the remainder of 
the record-breaking $50,000,000 or- 
der was represented by contracts 
for quantity ‘lots of engines, pro- 
pellers and other equipment, This 
method of purchase will effect sav- 
ings, he added. 

In another move conected with 
defense Secretary of War Wood- 
ring sent to Congress today the 
details of legislation designed to 
vitalize the army’s command by 
retiring over-age officers. 

He sald that under his plan when 
the deaths, retirements and resig- 
nations of officers did not amount 
to 4.35 per cent of the total officer 
personnel he would retire the 
army’s oldest officers, starting at 
age 63 and working down to age 45 
until the 4.35 figure was reached. 

However, he said that the pro- 
posed legislation woudl exempt, 
normallyX Colonels less than (60 
years old, Lieutenant Colonels less 
than 58, Mapors less than 55 and all 
officers below the rank of Major 
who are les sthan 50. . 


Retirement Pay. 


Woodring said the officers re- 
tired under the proposed legisla- 
tion would receive retired pay of 
three-fourths their regular compen- 
sation. Informed sources said this 
would mean increased retirement 
benefits for some officers because 
the present rat is two and on-half 
times their years of service. 

Woodring said current trends in 
organization, in armament and 
training “all point toward the ne- 
cessity of having an adequate army 
in being at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities.” 

“Recent wars and the develop- 
metn of modern armies in other 
nations indicate,” he continued, 
“that we cannot reasonably be cer- 
tain that we shall have time in 
which to raise and train a large 
force in time to protect our vital 
interests, and consequently the cov- 
ering forces must be ready.” 

Air Corps officers holding tem- 
porary rank higher than their per- 
manent status would be considered 
to be in the temporary rank for 
the purposes of the proposed legis- 
lation. 

The navy, too, contemplated 
changes in its promotion system. 
The House passed yesterday legis- 
lation to hold in active service be- 
tween 250 and 300 naval officers 
who otherwise would be forced to 
retire before June 30, 1944.

LONDON, April 27 (AP).—The 
War Office appealed today to all 
ex-service men between the ages of 
45 and 51 to enlist in national de- 
fense companies of the territorial 
army reserve for a period of four 
years. 

New companies of men of these 
ages are to be formed at once. In 
event of war they would be used 
entirely for home defense and would 
not be called into active service ex- 


cept in an emergency. 


SUPPORT FOR SCHOCL 
SURVEY PLAN LIKELY 


Widespread Interest .in Findings 
—cLast of Open Meetings 
Tonight. 


Responses from the public and 
the school staff since the report 
of the survey of the school system 
was issued Monday have been ac- 
cepted by the directorate of the sur- 
vey as indicative of widespread, 
deep interest, expected to lead to 
popular support of the recommend- 
ations in general. 

Consequently, at a series of open 
meetings, which will be concluded 
at Roosevelt High School, 3230 
Hartford street, at 8:15 o'clock to- 
night, the survey group has been 
emphasizing the advice to the pub- 
lic and the school corps to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
findings and, if they see fit, to 
organize in favor of the proposals. 

The question method of spreading 
information about the 700,000-word 
report, supplemented by brief ad- 
dresses by the surveyors, has elecit- 
ed a wide variety of serious in- 
juries. It will be used at the mass 
meeting tonight, which is expected 
to be the largest of the gatherings. 


Some of Questions and Answers. 

An’ audience of about 600 men 
and women, many of them repre- 
senting parents’ organizations, 
showered Dr. George D. Strayer, di- 
rector of the survey, and his aids, 
with questions at Beaumont High 
School last night. Answers, sum- 
marized, follow: 

There is no single pattern or cur- 
riculum for adapting education to 
modern needs and capacities of 
high school children, but a variety 
of materials and opportunities is 
available. 

Politics may be kept out of ap- 
pointment of teachers and other 
employes by a strict merit system, 
with the superintendent nominat- 
ing all workers and no authority 
for school board members to nomi- 
nate them. 

It is possible to start choosing 
teachers from sources other than 
the board's local colleges at once. 

Revenue to operate an enriched 
school program could be obtained 
by getting a larger share of State 
funds, proportionate to support in 
other states, or a share of munic- 
ipal income from new sources, or 


‘in lieu of the latter, a higher school 


tax rate. St. Louis is at average, 
or higher, in ability to finance edu- 
cation but below average in fin- 
cial effort. 

Building Replacement Plan. 

Obsolete schoolhouses need not 
be replaced at once, but over a 
period of 10 or 15 years, as de- 
termined by administrative judg- 
ment, 

Every boy and girl should have 
equal opportunity in acquisition of 
social understanding and in ath- 
letics. 

Men should be engaged as part 
of the grade-school teaching corps. 

Schoolhouses should be available 
all day and evening for general 
community use—a place for adults, 
as well as children, to seek social, 
educational, vocational, economic 
and recreational guidance. 

The survey will be successful if 
all recommendations are adopted 
within 10 years; some proposals 
may require only a month or two, 
others as long as two or three years. 

Teachers’ salaries are only aver- 
age here. 

If a child does not thrive on 
Shakespeare and other classical lit- 
erature, he ought to have reading 
he will enjoy but which will instil] 
a taste for good literature. 

Similar Questions by Teachers. 

Questions asked by an assemblage 
of the 2000 grade school teachers, at 
Roosevelt High yesterday afternoon, | 
were somewhat similar in vein. 
Some of them, naturally, concerned 
pedagogic details. 

Other queries drew from Nick- 
olaus L. Engelhardt, a specialist in 
planning of school facilities, a dec- 
laration that the school system 
should be employed to make a more 
attractive community. He told of 
the decline of white grade-school 
and kindergarten enrollment and the 
dropping birth rate; of the growth 
of slums and of delinquency, with 
the schools failing to hold pupils 
for the upper grades, and of the) 
effect of modern transportation in 
diffusing the metropolis. 

He urged St. Louis to consider 
the possibility of moving some 
schools to the open country in a 
new vision of social and physical 
development for children, to con- 
serve their bodies and intelligence 
for democracy, just as totalitarian 
states shape youngsters to their 
aims. 

Earlier in the afternoon the 1000 
instructors in high and vocational 
schools and teachers’ colleges also 
asked many questions. They were 
interested in financing of the sys- 
tem, the means of sharply revising 
the curriculum as recommended 
without disrupting the schools, 
such things. as better classroom 
lighting and ~ better schoolhouse 
planning, and the proposal to give 
the teaching corps a voice in for- 
mulating, but not administering, 
policies, They were assured that 
the present staff had the intelli- 
gence and vision to shift from a 
study-centered to a child-centered 
type of curriculum, as urged. 

Administration Rétorganization. 

The proposal to reorganize the 
administration, centering authority 
in the superintendent, was brough* 
up. One question was, Why reor- 
ganize when the existing system of 
divided authority weathered the 
depression? The answer: Under 
this system a financial crisis has 
become imminent. All the execu- 
tive officers of the school board and 
all the board members agreed, in 
principle, to the reorganization and 
the bill to this end, pending in the 
Legislature, was not drafted hastily, 
Dr. Strayer said. He urged the 
teachers to arouse eg demand

learned in half the time now de- 
voted to this subject’ and that 
‘young children would benefit by 
having more social experiences and 
less formal instruction in reading 
and arithmetic.’ It should be ad- 
mitted that the problem of provid- 
ing a balanced curriculum is a dif- 
ficult one.” 
For New Middle School. 

The survey urges removal of the 
seventh and eighth grades from the 
elementary school, putting them 
with the first two years of the pres- 
ent high school in a new middle 
school, to meet needs peculiar to 
children of intermediate age and 
avoid a break in the educational 
process. 

“In most St. Louis schools,” the 
report points out, “the only mate- 
rial difference between the pro- 
grams of the lower grades and of 
the seventh and eighth grades is 
the provision in the-latter of home 
economics for girls and industrial 
arts for the boys. Unfortunately, 
‘however, provisions for these sub- 
jects are quite fragmentary as com- 
pared with those for the more aca- 
demic studies. Owing to the diffi- 
culties involved in pupils’ moving 
from their regular schools to the 
centers offering home economics 
and industrial arts, only ame pe- 
riod per week is devoted to these 
subjects. 

“Courses of study and observed 
practices indicate that little atten- 
tion is given in many schools to 
those fields, especially the arts, in 
which children have peculiar op- 
portunities for creative expression 
and the development of apprecia- 
tions. This is as true for the sev- 
enth and eighth grades as for the 
lower ones and appears particu- 
larly objectionable in view of the 
emphasis in the upper grades on 
preparation for high school. . 
One of the areas of greatest neg- 
lect is the period of the upper ele- 
mentary grades.” 

Some schools are using the de- 
partmental system, whereby certain 
subjects rather than certain classes 
are assigned to teachers, to an un- 
desirable extent, particularly in the 
third to sixth grades, the report de- 
clares. Kt holds that specialization 
by teachers at this level is of rela- 
tively little importance, but that 
it is desirable to give children of 
this age the guidance of a teacher 
who knows them well. 

Condemning the system of quar- 
terly promotions, in use more than 
half a century, employed now chief- 
ly as an “administrative device,” the 
report says there is no means of 
grouping children to represent lev- 
els of achievement separated by 
nine or 10 weeks’ work and no de- 
fensible way of basing a curriculum 
on fourths of a year. 

Periods of instruction allotted the 
various subjects during the day are 
too brief, the report indicates. How- 
ever, it commends the suggested 
time allotment under instructions 
from headquarters last October as 
better than the 1932 schedule it 
superseded, because it provides for 
broader fields and less exact di- 
vision of time; more flexible cur- 
riculum organization and “less di- 
rect emphasis to skills and more 
emphasis to the content subjects 
and to special subjects and activi- 
ties.” 

The 1938 time schedule, not being 
followed by all teachers, has the 
following division for the six upper 
grades: English (grouping a va- 
riety of subheads), 30 per cent of 
the time; social studies, mathemat- 
ics and science, music and art, and 
physical education and health, 15 
per cent each; “other topics to 
round out the curriculum,” 10 per 
cent,

Johnson said the remainder of 
the record-breaking $50,000,000 or- 
der was represented by contracts 
for quantity *lots of engines, pro- 
pellers and other equipment.

In another move conected with 
defense Secretary of War Wood- 
ring sent to Congress today the 
details of legislation designed to 
vitalize the army’s command by 
retiring over-age officers. 

He sald that under his plan when 
the deaths, retirements and resig- 
nations of officers did not amount 
to 4.385 per cent of the total officer 
personnel he would retire the 
army’s Oldest officers, starting at 
age 63 and working down to age 45 
until the 4.35 figure was reached. 

However, he said that the pro- 
posed legislation woudl exempt, 
normallyX Colonels less than (60 
years old, Lieutenant Colonels less 
than 58, Mapors less than 55 and all 
officers below the rank of Major 
who are les sthan 50. . 


Retirement Pay. 


Woodring said the officers re- 
tired under the proposed legisla- 
tion would receive retired pay of 
three-fourths their regular compen- 
sation. Informed sources said this 
would mean increased retirement 
benefits for some officers because 
the present rat is two and on-hailf 
times their years of service. 

Woodring said current trends in 
organization, in armament and 
training “all point toward the ne- 
cessity of having an adequate army 
in being at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities.” 

“Recent wars and the develop- 
metn of modern armies in other 
nations indicate,” he continued, 
“that we cannot reasonably be cer- 
tain that we shall have time in 
which to raise and train a large 
force in time to protect our vital 
interests, and consequently the cov- 
ering forces must be ready.” 

Air Corps officers holding tem- 
porary rank higher than their per- 
manent status would be considered 
to be in the temporary rank for 
the purposes of the proposed legis- 
lation, 

The navy, too, contemplated 
changes in its promotion system. 
The House passed yesterday legis- 
lation to hold in active service be- 
tween 250 and 300 naval officers 
who otherwise would be forced to 
retire before June 30, 1944. 

It also approved a bill to permit 
aviation cadets to serve for seven 
years after their graduation from 
the naval training station at Pensa- 
cola, Fia., instead of three years, 
as at present, 

The House adopted an admend- 
ment which would permit the com- 
mander-in-chief of the fleet and the 
chief of naval operations to serve 
until the age of 66, instead of re- 
tiring at 64, as existing law _re- 
quires. Representative Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, said this would 
apply to Admiral William D, Leahy, 
chief of naval operations, who is 
scheduled for retirement soon. 


Funds Still to Be Voted. 


The actual start of the air corps 
expansion found much of the ad- 
ministration’s defense legislation 
still awaiting final congressional! 
action, 

Mr. Roosevelt has approved a 
$358,000,000 measure authorizing the 
general air corps expansion, $32.- 
500,000 for “educational” orders for 
munitions, reinforcement of the 
Panama Canal, and a 2000 increase 
in army officers, but funds still 
must be voted. 

Other pending defense measures 
include: 

A $160,000,000 deficiency bill, car- 
rying $110,000,000 for guns and 
other munitions. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority’s 
plan to train 20,000 pilots annually 
in colleges. 

A bill to authorize storing of 
strategic minerals. The Senate 
favored spending $40,000,000, the 
House $100,000,000, over a four-year 
period. It mu:t be implemented by 
appropriations which Mr. Roosevelt 
said must not exceed $10,000,000 a 
year. 

Provision for a third set of locks 
for the Panama Canal, estimated to 
cost $277,000,000.

Work Costing $90,500 to Be Done 
by Kremer Construction Co, 
of St. Louis,

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The 
procurement division of the Treas- 
ury Department, in charge of pub- 
lic building, announced today that 
it had let a $90,L00 contract to the 
Kremer Construction Co. of St. 
Louis for interior repairs and al- 
terations in the old Federal Build- 
ing on Olive street. 

Among other things, the interior 
of the first floor on the Ninth street 
side will be made to conform with 
that on Eighth street. 


BRITISH WAR VETERANS URGED 
TO ENLIST IN ARMY RESERVE 


Men Between 45 and 51 Would Be 
Used for Home Defense Except 
in Emergency. 

LONDON, April 27 (AP).—The 
War Office appealed today to all 
ex-service men between the ages of 
45 and 51 to enlist in national de- 
fense companies of the territorial 
army reserve for a period of four 
years. 

New companies of men of these 
ages are to be formed at once. In 
event of war they would be used 
entirely for home defense and would 
not be called into active service ex- 


cept in an emergency. 


SUPPORT FOR SCHOOL 
SURVEY PLAN LIKELY 


Widespread Interest in Findings 
—dLast of Open Meetings 
Tonight. 


Responses from the public and 
the school staff since the report 
of the survey of the school system 
was issued Monday have been ac- 
cepted by the directorate of the sur- 
vey as indicative of widespread, 
deep interest, expected to lead to 
popular support of the recommend- 
ations in general. 

Consequently, at a series of open 
meetings, which will be concluded 
at Roosevelt High School, 3230 
Hartford street, at 8:15 o’clock to- 
night, the survey group has been 
emphasizing the advice to the pub- 
lic and the school corps to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
findings and, if they see fit, to 
organize in favor of the proposals. 

The question method of spreading 
information about the 700,000-word 
report, supplemented by brief ad- 
dresses by the surveyors, has elecit- 
ed a wide variety of serious in- 
juries, It will be used at the mass 
meeting tonight, which is expected 
to be the largest of the gatherings. 


Some of Questions and Answers. 

An’ audience of about 600 men 
and women, many of them repre- 
senting parents’ organizations, 
showered Dr. George D. Strayer, di- 
rector of the survey, and his aids, 
with questions at Beaumont High 
School last night. Answers, sum- 
marized, follow: 

There is no\single pattern or cur- 
riculum for adapting education to 
modern needs and capacities of 
high school children, but a variety 
of materials and opportunities is 
available. 

Politics may be kept out of ap- 
pointment of teachers and other 
employes by a strict merit system, 
with the superintendent nominat- 
ing all workers and no authority 
for school board members to nomi- 
nate them. 

It is possible to start choosing 
teachers from sources other than 
the board’s local colleges at once. 

Revenue to operate an enriched 
school program could be obtained 
by getting a larger share of State 
funds, proportionate to support in 
other states, or a share of munic- 
ipal income from new sources, or 
in lieu of the latter, a higher school 
tax rate. St. Louis is at average, 
or higher, in ability to finance edu- 
cation but below average in fin- 
cial effort. 

Building Replacement Plan. 

Obsolete schoolhouses need not 
be replaced at once, but over a 
period of 10 or 15 years, as de- 
termined by administrative judg- 
ment, 

Every boy and girl should have 
equal opportunity in acquisition of 
social understanding and in ath- 
letics. 

Men should be engaged as part 
of the grade-school teaching corps. 

Schoolhouses should be available 
all day and evening for general 
community use—a place for adults, 
as well as children, to seek social, 
educational, vocational, economic 
and recreational guidance. 

The survey will be successful if 
all recommendations are adopted 
within 10 years; some proposals 
may require only a month or two, 
others as long as two or three years. 

Teachers’ salaries are only aver- 
age here. 

If a child does not thrive on 
Shakespeare and other classical lit- 
erature, he ought to have reading

Similar Questions by Teachers. 
Questions asked by an assemblage 

of the 2000 grade school teachers, at 

Roosevelt High yesterday afternoon, 

were somewhat similar in vein. 

Some of them, naturally, concerned 

pedagogic details. 

Other queries drew from Nick- 
olaus L. Engelhardt, a specialist in 
planning of school facilities, a dec- 
laration that the school system 
should be employed to make a more 
attractive community. He told of 
the decline of white grade-school 
and kindergarten enrollment and the 
dropping birth rate; of the growth 
of slums and of delinquency, with 
the schools failing to hold pupils 
for the upper grades, and of the 
effect of modern transportation in 
diffusing the metropolis. 

He urged St. Louis to consider 
the possibility of moving some 
schools to the open country in a 
new. vision of social and physical 
development for children, to con- 
serve their bodies and intelligence 
for democracy, just as totalitarian 
states shape youngsters to their 
aims. 

Earlier in the afternoon the 1000 
instructors in high and vocational 
schools and teachers’ colleges also 
asked many questions. They were 
interested in financing of the sys- 
tem, the means of sharply revising 
the curriculum as recommended 
without disrupting the _ schools, 
such things. as better classroom 
lighting and ~ better schoolhouse 
planning, and the proposal to give 
the teaching corps a voice in for- 
mulating, but not administering, 
policies. They were assured that 
the present staff had the intelli- 
gence and vision to shift from a 
study-centered to a child-centered 
type of curriculum, as urged. 

Administration Rétorganization. 

The proposal to reorganize the 
administration, centering authority 
in the superintendent, was brough* 
up. One question was, Why reor- 
ganize when the existing system of 
divided authority weathered the 
depression? The answer: Under 
this system a financial crisis has 
become imminent. All the execu- 
tive officers of the school board and 
all the board members agreed, in 
principle, to the reorganization and 
the bill to this end, pending in the 
Legislature, was not drafted hastily, 
Dr. Strayer said.

learned in half the time now de- 
voted to this subject’ and that 
‘young children would benefit by 
having more social experiences and 
less formal instruction in reading 
and arithmetic.’ It should be ad- 
mitted that the problem of provid- 
ing a balanced curriculum is a dif- 
ficult one.” 
For New Middle School. 

The survey urges removal of the 
seventh and eighth grades from the 
elementary school, putting them 
with the first two years of the pres- 
ent high school in a new middle 
school, to meet needs peculiar to 
children of intermediate age and 
avoid a break in the educational 
process. 

“In most St. Louis schools,” the 
report points out, “the only mate- 
rial difference between the pro- 
grams of the lower grades and of 
the seventh and eighth grades is 
the provision in the*latter of home 
economics for girls and industrial 
arts for the boys. Unfortunately, 
however, provisions for these sub- 
jects are quite fragmentary as com- 
pared with those for the more aca- 
demic studies. Owing to the diffi- 
culties involved in pupils’ moving 
from their regular schools to the 
centers offering home economics 
and industrial arts, only ome pe- 
riod per week is devoted to these 
subjects. 

“Courses of study and observed 
practices indicate that little atten- 
tion is given in many schools to 
those fields, especially the arts, in 
which children have peculiar op- 
portunities for creative expression 
and the development of apprecia- 
tions. This is as true for the sev- 
enth and eighth grades as for the 
lower ones and appears particu- 
larly objectionable in view of the 
emphasis in the upper grades on 
preparation for high school. . 
One of the areas of greatest neg- 
lect is the period of the upper ele- 
mentary grades.” 

Some schools are using the de- 
partmental system, whereby certain 
subjects rather than certain classes 
are assigned to teachers, to an un- 
desirable extent, particularly in the 
third to sixth grades, the report de- 
clares. Kt holds that specialization 
by teachers at this level is of rela- 
tively little importance, but that 
it is desirable to give children of 
this age the guidance of a teacher 
who knows them well.

Kindness |s 
Remedy for 


Jealous Child 


By Angelo Patri 


EALOUSY is a terrible affliction. 
Jim jealous one suffers great 

mental distress, a suffering much 
keener than any physical distress 
he can inflict on his rival. Children 
suffer from it a great deal oftener 
than grown people realize. It is an 
affliction of childhood, which if 
not cured, will carry through to 
maturity and ruin the life of its 
victims. 

Grown people should be careful 
to do nothing to arouse jealousy 
in children. There is nothing 
funny in provoking a child to jeal- 
ousy of his baby sister or brother. 
Nor in teasing a half-grown child 
into believing himself belittled in 
favor of a brother or sister. Jeal- 
ousy is mental pain, and to wilfully 
create it in a child is to be brutal- 
ly insensible to suffering. 

Sometimes children are jealous 
of other children without any sug- 
gestion from others. A new baby 
arrives and the older child sees 
him getting attention and affec- 
tion and begins to think himself: 
robbed, or unwanted, or pushed 
aside. He broods over the idea and 
starts protecting himself. When 
this happens the wise parents take 
measures to assure the jealous one 
of his place and his rights and 
privileges. Jealousy is mental, and 
no physical measures of punish- 
ment help. The mental attitude 
must be changed by experience. Let 
the jealous child experience love 
and care and kindness in his life 
and the jealousy will disappear. 
Don't talk about it, but do some- 
thing that will afford the child the 
right experience and start the right 
feeling. 3 
Older children are sometimes 
jealous of other children’s belong- 
ings. A neighbor child has a new 
wheel, or a pair of new skates, a 
fine dog or a rare gift of scholar- 
ship.

“Doubling by ear,” or doubling 
simply because one has a hunch 
that the opponents are overboard, 
is by all odds the most delicate ma- 
neuver at the bridge table and, as 
such, requires judgment that 
amounts almost to a sixth sense. I 
recommend that all readers who 
cannot be sure that they possess 
that sense confine themselves to the 
more orthodox types of doubles in 
which they can count, or almost 
count, the setting tricks.

HILE - political leaders worry 
W ove: the antics of European 
dictators, frightened civic and 

patriotic groups see the collapse of 
democracy in every soap-box ora- 
tion, and “isms” rise like Banquo’s 
ghost in the mouths of after-dinner 
speakers, this Wisconsin communi- 
ty has set about the business of 
strengthening the American Way 
by increasing the participation of 
its citizens in government, _ 

In a project it hopes will serve as 
a pattern for America, Manitowoc 
County has set May 21 as Citizen- 
ship day—a day on which 1200 
young people who have just reached 
the age of 21 will be formally in- 
ducted to the status of citizenship 
and its adults will reaffirm their 
faith in democracy. 

May 21 is but the climax of Mani- 
towoc’s program, a day of ceremo- 
ny and public celebration which 


caps a five-month educational 
project. 

Since early January, through 
radio, lectures and newspaper 


stories, Manitowoc County citizens 
have been learning about their lo- 
cal government and its relation- 
ship to the state and national gov- 
ernments.

“The trouble is that most Ameri- 
cans can tell you more about the 
League of Nations than they can 
about their county board or city 
council,” says Dr. Colbert, who is 
head of the University of Wiscon-

of sociology and economics. “Un- 
less people realize that they get the 
kind of government they support 
and that their active, intelligent 
participatéon is necessary if gov- 
ernment is to function as it should, 
the 60 per cent of the people who 
do not bother to go to the polls 
will dwindle away until what we 
have of democracy is lost.”

“The youthful interest and wun- 
dimmed enthusiasm of our young 
voters can be made a valuable as- 
set to the State, if properly recog- 
nized and nurtured. If democracy 
is to continue, young citizens must 
be impressed with the fact that 
their decisions are of importance, 
that their actions do affect the fu- 
ture of the State and nation.

ROM Ypsilanti, Mich. comes 
the request for an article on 
the cause of arthritis, and what 
to do for it. The writer's husband 
has arthritis and the doctor came 
and left some pills, but the drug- 


gist said that.tney were only meant 
to relieve pain. 

Here is a human situation well 
enough. I feel sorry for the writer. 
It is a great trial to have a mem- 
ber of the family with arthritis. 
And I feel sorry for the doctor. 
And I feel sorriest for the husband 
with arthritis. But I should like 
to tell the druggist that he might 
have something a good deal better 
to do than gossip about the pres- 
criptions his doctors turn in. And 


‘I should also like to tell him that 


according to the Fifth Rheumatism 
Review, prepared for the Ameri- 
can Rheumatism Association, about 
the most important thing that can 
be done for the arthritic patient 
is to relieve his pain. 

Arthritis, or chronic rheumatism, 
whichever you want to cai it, is in- 
deed a great problem, even if con- 


‘sidered numerically. It is estimated 


that every person aged 50 years or 
more can be shown to have some 
little arthritis, but only 5 per cent 
have symptoms. This would mean 
24,000,000 have arthritis and about 
1,200,000 have symptoms from it. 

There are almost as many vari- 
eties of “arthritis” as there are pa- 
tients. The form of arthritis men- 
tioned in the statistics above comes 
on after 50. Thaf is the common- 
est form and is likely to occur in
